"The most Important aranta ct tha 

fiscal year '.n the world of goTemment 
finance have been the consummation of 
the long-pl inned rojr'iuipli(Mi of specie 
payments by Russia in gold, the reor- 
ganlxation of the money aystem of Ja- 
pan with gold as the standard, and the 
refusal of the government of India to 
co-operate with the governments of 
the United States and France in an 
( rrort to establish bimetaHlsm by Inter- 
national agreement 

"Tbe gold colnaee of the world la 
1897 was the largest recorded, amount- 
ing in value to $4."?T.7'.:'.;142, against 
|l!i3.s;tn..M7 In ISHG. Of i!if fornuT sum 
1146,622,194 was recoinage, and approx- 
imately |2;,1,097,148 a net addition to 
the stock of gold coins. The principal 
coinage was by the United States, Oreat 
Hritain, Russia, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, France and Japan. The ex- 
traordinary coinage of the year is ac- 
counted for by the preparations of Rus- 
sia, Austria-Hungary and Japan for 
their monetary reforms. In the cnse 
of Russia particularly, gold which has 
been accumulating for years, much of 
it in bars, was passed through tbe 
miats to prepare It tor cireulatloa. 

"The completion of Russia's plans ot 
monetary reform and the opening to 
flit- ust .s of commerce of her great ^oid 
reserve, aystematically gathered year 
by year until It Is tho greatest Mb|rib 
hoard of treasure the world erer saw. 
Is in itself a most notable event. 

"The development of Russia, her po- 
sition as an exporter of breadstuffs, 
her policy of developing home manu- 
factures, will all tend to protect her 
stock of gold and make use for more; 
but bfr owi gold production Is incrcas- 
i;ig, and unless she is about to enter a 
period of unprecedented activity and 
detelopment, seems likely to supply 
her needs. 

"Throughout the world there is mani- 
fest a desire among all peoples to bring 
their own currencies Into deflnile and 
stable relations with the money of the 
peoples with whom they trade." 

ReTiewing the efforta of the Wolcott 
International bimetallic convention, 
the director says that the sentiment 
In favor of a bimetallic monetary 
stsndard, supported by international 
agreement, had found expreesloa not 
only by the legisIatlTe bodies of Fraace 
and Germany, but of Oreat Britain, and 
it had therefore seemed opportune that 
a conference should be held with a 
view to ascertaining what concerted 
action might be agroad upoB. Mr. 
Roberts adds: 

"A single nation, acting alone, Is cer- 
tain to lose the dearer metal entirely, 
and retain only the cheaper as its 
standard. Thus, for any country, un- 
der present coaditlona, to opan Ita 
Btata to the aarestrlcted eoladga of 
both gold aad SllTer at -16. to 1, or any 
thereabout ratio, would , be for it to 
lose what gold it pii.ssessed, because 
that n^etal would surelv go where it 
ifas rated higher. If, hOfWlfsr, thaia 
was a» aouatry la the world whara tt 
was isially rated higher, thera wotid 
be no place to which It might go for 
monetary use. Allowing that the ratio 
orglnally agreed to was approximately 
the market ratio, the . T^uatioa, tljym 
colaoldlBg with the jndgmdat of tha 
commercial world, there seems every 
reason to believe that auch aa inter- 
national agreemolit iroHM dMbBpltaih 
Its purpose. 

"Although tha afforta of the cobbIs-

If we are not Joatifled in claiming 
by conquest we have no right to dictate 
the terms on which Spain shall surrender 
them. That We liave the legal right to 
demand compensation for damages sas* 
tained can not 1)0 questioned, bnt this 
does not authorize the seizure of terri- 
tory, certainly not until oar claim is re- 
pudiated. In the beginning we declared 
that the war was not to be waged for ac- 
quisition of territory, bat our present 
conduct gives this declaration the lie. 
If other lands are to be attached to this 
it can be done only by eventually confer 
ring on their people every right poe 
aessed by our own. We coold not, there- 
fore, deny them access to oar shores or 
refuse to allow their commodities en 
trance into our ports. In this way sugar, 
tobacco and other articles would come in 
competition with oars, resulting, on ac 
count of this cheap and degraded labor 
and superior quality of products, in ma- 
terially injuring the great tobacco and 
sugar industries and deatrojringthe hemp 
industry. Besides, we have demonstrated 
that we are incapable of self-government. 
The race question is no nearer settled to- 
day than it was at the outi>et. To as- 
sume control over distant islands in- 
habited by a class a thousand times more 
ignorant and vicious than any we now 
have is to court abroad greater difficul- 
ties than fhuse which we have already 
proved ourselves unable to settle at 
home. It would donbtlese be well to se- 
cure coaling stations in the Philippines, 
but I aiu opposed tn any further acquisi- 
tion."

The Manarartare of Nickel. 

Makers have aacceeded in electro-de- 
positing nickel platte ^ by 30 inches in 
size and I to ^ of an inch thick, which 
are so tough and elastic tiiat it is very 
dUBenlt to chisel Uie natal; and the 
shearing of plates more than 1-25 of an 
inch in thickness is as troublesome as 
manipulation of so mnch tempered steel. 
It is an important fact, also, that these 
plates, ordinarily, will neither break 
under the hammer or crack under the 
punch. The greater portion of the out- 
put of pure nickel ia used in making 
nickel steel and German silver, and the 
rest cast into anodes for nkikel'platers. 

The valne of the platinum and palla- 
dium contained in the Canadian ore an- 
nually mined is more than $30,000. A 
part of this the eleetroljtio prooeas saves, 
and it will noon be placed on tha market. 

The value of the world's product of 
metallic nickel and nickel oxide in 1897 
exceeded, i» is said, $1,300,000.— T. Ulke, 
m the Engineering Magazine for Decem- 
ber.
